Jack Dempsey is a double-barreled 


fighting machine 
The heavyweight 


champion operates on the theory that 
if you can hurt a man with one hand 
you can hurt him twice as much with 
two. 
One of Dempeey's hands is* just 


about as effective as the other. 
"M^ best punch, however." 
the 


champion tells you, "is a left hook 
to the chin. It is my best punch be- 
cause I can fire it quicker and from 
more angles. I use it to' soften up' 
my man and then I bring over the 
right as a finisher." 


Tou don't read or hear mffch of 


Dempsey's left hook. 
Always it is 
his murderous right that claims the 
headlines. 
Dempsey's hook is like 


the obscure linesman in football who 
paves the way for a brilliant ball- 
carrier. It's simple enough to go 
through once the hole is opened- 
It 
is likewise easy enough to drop a man 
with a right who has been severely 
wounded with a left. 


"I knocked out Levinsky, Miske 


and Brennam with left hooks," said 
Dempsey. 
The 
first 
knockdown! 


scored against Willard at Toledo was 
with a left hook. 
It was a punch 
that took all the fight out of him,

As a talker the champion is easy 


to listen to. He knows pugilistic his- 
tory and has an absorbing wa> of 
color'ng his obcervations with infor- 
mation data. 


Champion Knows Ring History 
Dempsey reminds you all the really 
great heavyweight champions were 
exponents of the left hand in one 
phase or another. 
There was Corbett who left-jabbed 


the bloated Sullivan simple; Fitzsim- 
mons, whose left to the solar plexus 
brought Corbett to the floor; Jeffries, 
who hired Tommy Ryan, great mid- 


and then whipped Corbett, Fitz and 
Shartvey with it, and Johnson, who 
combined speed and accuracy in his 
left to a greater degree than any of' 
the big champions. 
"For 
some reason or other the 


right-handed punch seems to appeal 
to the imagination of t,he fans more 
than the left," says Dempsey, "but 
the strictly right-handed fighters do 


all his body into the movement. That 
is the trick of the punch—the crowd- 
ing of the body weight into the blow 
at the proper moment. 


"Muck Stick'' Gave Him Hoojr 
The champion's preference for the 


hook to the chin probably explains 
his unvarying success against taller 
opponents. 
It may also explain his 


failure to drop the smaller Gibbons 
two summers ago. 
Against the giants, such as Willarcl 


and Firpo, Dempsey is able to fire his 
pet volley upward, corrymg with it 
a tumultuous rush of body power. 
Against a man of shorter stature, 


such as Gibbons, who is a light heavy- 
weight, this same opportunity ob- 
viously does not exist. 
"Say, do yob know where-1 really 


got my left hook?" exploded .Dem- 
psey with characteristic boyish - ab- 
ruptness.

Last July, according to Bureau of 


Public Roads report, the domestic 
demand for gasoline was 794,030,852 
gallons, at least 85 per cent, of which 
was used for motor vehicles. 
"With 


more than 15.000.000 of these on the 
•oads. the ax'erage daily fuel con- 
sumption is figured at 1-4 gallons a 
car. 


Assuming 14 miles a gallon as av- 


erage mileage, the total daily mile- 
ise made by 0. S. motorists amount- 
ed to 300,000.000. 


Improved roads, it is added, may 


lave saved motorists millions of dof- 
lars in fuel consumption alone.

search at the Iowa State 
College 


shows that where a gallon of gaso- 
line is consumed, on a poor road, only 
seven-tenths of the 
fuel is needed 


over improved roads just as long.
